LOCATING THE IRON BRIDGE 


O 


NE of the problems which confronts the Board ot 


Construction entrusted with the erection of the new 


concrete bridge, at Virginia street and the removal of the. 
Iron structure to some other point, will be the location of 
the old Abridge. Private interest is at work to have it erect- 
ed at this point or that in order to enhance the value-of 
property contiguous to the section which each faction rep- 
resents. The owners of various tracts or additions are 
pointing to the advantages that would accrue to the city 
by placing it.so that the city may grow and spread from 
Verdi to Glendale. In this desire to further private ends 
there is danger that the present needs of a settled section 
of our city will be overlooked for the benefit of an in- 
tangible possibility. 


It should be borne in mind that this will not be the 


last bridge that will ever cross the Truckee in the limits 
of the city of Reno. We should select some spot for the 
bridge which will give an outlet to the greatest number of 
people to the business center of the city as at presnt de- 
fined. The future can take care of itself. When the time 
comes that other crossings are needed, other bridges will 
be built. In the meantime there is but one spot which has 
a valid claim to be considered and that is the extension 
of Second street to connect with North near the Troy 
Laundry. There is a large residence section in the south- 
eastern portion of the city which at present has no means 
of reaching the business portion by team without coming 
around by way of Virginia street. 
Pedestrians are to 


adopt the dangerous and uncomfortable alternative ^of 
walking a rnile or more or crossing on the ties of the V. 
& T. railroad bridge. 


The necessities of the people living at the lower end 


of Mill street are the most pressing of any section of the city 
today and in the opinion of this paper the most feasible 
plan that could be proposed to the bridge commission 
would be the extension of- Second street below the V. & 
T. bridge to connect with North street.

HE extent to which the estates of some oi' the wealthy 


New York families are mounting up almost sur- 


passes comprehension. 
Some of these vast holdings, es- 


pecially those of the Astors' are principally in real estate, 
and land values have increased in some sctions of New 
York from fifty to one hundred per cent in the last five 
years. 
The population is growing at the rate of 100,000 


a year. When John Jacob Astor died in 1S70 the estate 
he left was estimated to be worth $150,000,000. In thirty- 
five years it has come to be estimated at $300,000,000. 
"When •William Astor .died in 1892 the estate which he left 
to John Jacob was estimated at $65,000,000 and it is no* 
worth $100,000,000. The landed estate of the Astor family 
in New York City is now estimated at $450,000,000. It is 
calculated that the original investment of John Jacob 
Astor has increased at leas* two hundred times in one 
hundred years. 
At the same rate it will be worth in 


another century the sum of $80,000,000,000. In 1S30 John 
Jacob Astor was the only man in New York worth a mil- 
lion dollars; now millionaires are counted by the score. 
This vast, accretion of wealth has come largely through the 
increase of real estate values and represents what is com- 
monly called "the unearned increment." It is true, how- 
ever, that in New York property has been taxed for the 
creation o£ public Improvements, but the creation of pub- 
lic utilities which have made conditions of life more de- 
sirable anil served to attract population have in tiirn 
given increased value to land.

The biennial report of J.' L. Consi- 


dine, warden of the state prison, has 
been issued. The report is full of in- 
terest to the student on criminology. 
The report is -carefully prepared and 
reflects much credit upon Mr. Consi- 
dine and -his able assistants. The two 
opening paragraphs of Mr. Considine's 
report of the warden's report are as 
follows: 


"The most noticeable feature of the 


prison statistics during this time is 
;he marked increase 
in 
population, 


which from a minimum of 54 during 
January, 1903, rose to a maximum of 
101 in December, 1904, an increase of 
87 per cent. We have now thfe largest 
prison population since "Warden Mc- 
!ullough's administration in the early 
nineties. 


"The increase will undoubtedly con- 


tinue at a heavy ratio, although 
I 


would hesitate to say that the percen- 
tage will be so unprecedentedly great 
as during the past two years, 


"Should it do so the 
number 
of 


prisoners at the close of 1906 will be 
188, and as at present constituted the 
prison Is Incapable of sheltering sucn 
a number. 
The greatest number of 


prisoners ever confined here did not ex- 
ceed 150, and at that time it was ex- 
tremely difficult 
to provide quarter? 


for them."

Neumann & Co.,

and the messenger, acting on instruc- 
tions, had it registered. It weighed a 
little over a pound, and as the 'charge 
is at the rate of a penny a half ounce, 
and twopence extra for registration, 
the sum paid to the postoffice was 
about three shillings.
